Notifications have been sent to the companies th a t 
were purchasing th* product of the lease for fuel 
purposes th a t it would be impossible for the LeBlanc 
C ompany to longer s*-r\e them, as it had contracted 
to sell all of its oil to the Standard. 
The oil pro­ 
duced by the LeBlanc Company is about 14 in gravity 
and has been sold for fuel to neighboring companies, 
also shipped out by rail sin* ** the Standard issued its 
u ltim atum not to purchase under 18 gravity products 
about a y e ar ago. 


Burns Its Money

Mexico Greatest Silver Producer 
It is a fact, though not so widely known, says the 
E ngineering Magazine, th at Mexico is the world's 
g reatest producer of silver. 
Its output in 1911 was 
79,032,440 fine ounces, and in 1912, 76,500,000 fine 
ounces, the decrease indicating the state of political 
un rest and the native preference for lighting ra th e r 
th an working. 
In copper production Mexico ranks 
second, and is preceded only by the U nited States. 
In 1911 the copper output was 136,430,331 pounds, and 
in 1912, 158,691,695 pounds. 
T he republic takes fifth 
place iii the output of gold, and is preceded by the 
T ransvaal, United States. A ustralia and Russia in 
the order named. 
T he production in 1911 was 24,- 
880,100 fine 
ounces, and 
in 
1912, 22,500,000 fine 
ounces. 
The copper production increased in spite 
of revolutionary activity, but this apparent anomaly 
is explained by the fact that the greatest copper- 
producing properties are in th e n o rth ern part of 
the country, near the U nited S tates border, where 
active interference w as not great, the mines being 
large enough to protect them selves against ordinary 
imposition 
The precious m etal mines, on the con­ 
trary, 
are scattered widely through the whole coun­ 
try and are often small, isolated and not thickly 
peopled and comparatively powerless against raids 
by bands of revolutionary brigands. 


For Agricultural Extension 
“Back to the land” cry has resulted in the pre­ 
sentation of a bill in the House by the House Com­ 
m ittee on Agriculture of an “Agricultural Extension” 
bill. 
U nder the provision of the bill the Departm ent 
of Agriculture would send ag en ts Into every farming 
country in (he United S tates to m eet the farm ers and 
give them information acquired a s the result of many 
y ears of agricultural experim ents. 
These agents 
would give particular atten tio n to home economics 
as well as to the im provem ent In actual tilling of the 
soil. 
It Is set forth in the report accompanying the bill 
th at som ething m ust be done to m ake farm life more 
attrac tiv e and profitable, and so stop the drift of 
population from the country to th e cities and towns. 
The report quotes census reports to show an alarm ­ 
ing exportation, and an increase in their importa­ 
tion. 


Regarding Rural Credits 
In his first annual report presented to President 
Wilson, Secretary of A griculture Houston, speaking of 
rural credits, says: 
"Conditions vary widely in the United States be­ 
cause farm ers do not equally need better credit a r­ 
rangem ents as all sections are not similarly circum­ 
stanced. 
It 
is 
believed 
th ere 
does 
not 
ap­ 
pear to be need for unique or special legislation or 
for legislation which shall aim to give the fanner 
credit on easier term s than other m em bers of society. 
W hat is needed is the creation of conditions and ma­ 
chinery which shall enable him on sim ilar credit 
foundations to secure money at the same rates as 
those that prevail for other classes and for other 
sections. 
“Even though the problem of how the farm er can 
best sell his produce and can improve the conditions 
under which lie can secure the necessary capital were 
solved, there would still rem ain vital things to be ac­ 
complished before rural life can be made fully effi­ 
cient, profitable, healthful, pleasurable and attractive, 
and before a larger disposition to remain on the farm 
develops. Good roads are prerequisite for better mar­ 
keting. for better schools and for more comfortable 
rural living.” 


Yield of Alaska Placers 
Since m ining' began In A laska in 1880, the gold 
placers of the territory have yielded 7,488,491 fine 
ounces of gold, valued at $154,800,875. 
These mines 
have also produced 1,652,016 tine ounces of silver, 
with a commercial value of $960,743, according to 
A H. Brooks, of the U. S. Geological Survey. 
The 
gold placer mines of Alaska are estim ated to have 
produced in 1912 gold to the value of $11,990,000. 
Railroad development is the thing th at is most 
needed, and it is not to be expected that under pres­ 
ent industrial conditions there will be any stability 
of placer-gold output in the territory. 
So long as 
the high cost of transportation 
prevails, the pro­ 
duction of placer gold 
must 
depend on 
the ex­ 
ploitation of bonanza deposits, for these alone can be 
expected to yield profitable returns. 


Improving Sacramento River 
Im provements of the Sacram ento River to cost 
$33,000,000 
are 
contem plated 
by 
the 
California 
Reclam ation Commission. 
To th at end Chairman 
McClatchy of the Commission, A. L. Shinn, one of 
its members, and several Congressm en of the Cali­ 
fornia delegation are urging the Rivera and Harbors 
Com m ittee of the House to include in this year’s 
appropriations $5,585,000 for improving the Sacra­ 
mento River. 
The Com missioners 
informed 
the 
comm ittee that the State would appropriate a like 
am ount and the rem aining sum for a $33,000,000 im­ 
provem ent would be raised by taxing private lands 
to be benefited by the work. 


Freight Cars for Autos 
T here are 43,out! freight cars in the United States 
that are used for no other purpose than the trans­ 
portation of automobiles. 
T hese figures are given 
out by the Interstate Com merce Commission, which 
bas just completed an investigation into ownership 
of freight cars in the United States, and for the 
first time since the commission w as created it has 
definite figures as to the num ber and character of 
freight equipment of A m erican railways. 
According 
to the commission’s figures th ere are in the United 
S tates 2,300,000 freight cars owned by the railroads 
and 140,000 cars owned by car companies or other 
private ownerships. 
P riv ate parties own more re- 
frigerator cars than the railroads, the private cur 
lines owning 54,000 and the railroads 49,000. 


Canadian Pacific Carves Melon 
Canadian Pacifiq Railway Company directors cut 
a “melon" lur shareholders this week when they an­ 
nounced the issue of $52,000,000 of 6 per cent uote 
certificates payable semi-annually.
